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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 - 6 drawn to a polysiloxane comprising trimethylsiloxane end groups, 
a plurality of UV absorbing moieties (2-200), a plurality of lipophilic moieties (2-200) and 
optionally, a plurality of ionogenic/hydrogen bonding (1-100) and methylhydrosiloxane 
(1-20) moieties per molecule. 

Group II, claim(s) 7,8 and 13 drawn to methods of protecting UV radiation sensitive 
materials or products and human skin or hair using the polysiloxane from Group I. 

Group III, claim(s) 9-11 and 14 drawn to pharmaceutically and/or cosmetically 
acceptable excipient compositions containing the polysiloxane from Group I. 

The inventions listed as groups I - III do not relate to to a single inventive concept 

under PCT rule 13.1 because under PCT rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 

technical feature in all groups is polysiloxane co-polymer from Group I. This element 

cannot be a special technical feature under PCT rule 13.2 because the element is 

shown in the prior art. O'Lenick (US patent 6,346,595) teaches the synthesis of 

polysiloxane co-polymers containing a UV absorbing moiety, lipophilic moieties and 

ionogenic/hydrogen bonding moieties for use as sunscreens (col. 2, lines 35-65 and col. 

3, lines 5-45. 
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The reference specifically suggests that such polymers have good UV absorbance at 
desired wavelengths and good solubility in cosmetic and sunscreen formulations.
